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Homes for OAPs 
scheme rejected 


CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to replace 
more than 40 gar¬ 
ages with bunga¬ 
lows for disabled 
pensioners have 
been given the 
thumbs-down by 
councillors. 

Members of New¬ 
market Town Council 
voted to reject prop¬ 
osals to bulldoze 41 
garages in Millbank to 
make way for four 
bungalows. 

The recommendation 
will be sent to Forest Heath 
District Council, which will 
ultimately decide the fate 
of the plans that were 
previously rejected in June 
last year. 

Current parking prob¬ 
lems experienced by exist¬ 
ing Millbank residents, 
limited access for emerg¬ 
ency services and the 
potential contamination of 
the site by a nearby gas¬ 
works, were some of the 
objections raised by 
councillors at Monday’s 
planning committee. 

Cllr Bob Burch, who 
voted against the plans for 
the second occasion, said 
he was disappointed with 
the lack of progress made 
by developers. 

He said: “There had been 
no movement on some of 
the key problems. 

“We only repeated what 
we did last time - there 
was just no provision for 
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parking in the area. 

“There was also very 
limited space for people to 
walk past these bungalows. 

“These homes would 
also be very close to the 
old gas works and I wonder 
if there would be any 
problems with the soil, 
which would be very 
expensive to fix. 

“We were all of the same 
opinion that these plans 
were wrong.” 

Several residents also 
attending Monday’s meet¬ 
ing at Newmarket Town 
Hall to speak out against 
the plans, saying it would 
lead to an increase in 
traffic. 

There were also con¬ 
cerns from councillors that 
the four bungalows would 
be served by only one 
disabled accessible park¬ 
ing space, while dustcarts 
would pass by within a 
yard of the doors of Nos 38 
and 39 

The garages’ asbestos 
roofs were also cited by 
objectors to the scheme. 

Developers of the pro¬ 
posed scheme, Flagship 
Homes, were unavailable 
for comment yesterday.

Royal date for 
injured soldier 


A TEENAGE soldier 
injured in Afghanistan 
is visiting Buckingham 
Palace today to meet 
the Princess Royal. 

Just six months after 
stepping on an 
improvised explosive 
device (IED), Private 
Owen Pick will head to 
the Queen’s main 
residence for a 
reception to honour 
wounded servicemen. 

Private Pick, 18, 
from Red Lodge, who 
was serving with the 
1 st Battalion Royal 
Anglian Regiment (The 
Vikings), suffered 
injuries to his right leg 
in the explosion on 
January 3, including a 
shattered heel and 
broken bones. 

But the former 
Mildenhall College 
student is now back on 
his feet and walking 
with crutches after 
undergoing months of 
rehabilitation at 
Birmingham’s Selly 
Oak Hospital and the 
Headley Court injury 
rehab centre in Surrey. 

His grandmother 
Pamela Good told the 
Weekly News: “He is 
one of the lucky ones - 
he didn’t lose any of his 


limbs. Doctors said his 
heel was like 
breadcrumbs and they 
are still trying to rebuild 
it. They don’t know yet 
whether he will be able 
to return to active duty. 

“All the soldiers want 
to get back in the field, 
but that’s something for 
the future and we don’t 
know what’s going to 
happen. 

“Everyone in the 
family is very proud of 
him. When he got his 
medal he managed to 
get up and walk to 
collect it - everyone 
cheered.” 

Private Pick, who 
was an army cadet 
with the Mildenhall 
detachment, also took 
part in a march through 
Southend last week 
with his C (Essex) 
company as part of a 
homecoming tour of 
the region’s towns and 
cities, which included 
parades through 
Cambridge, Huntingdon 
and Ely. 

During his visit to 
London, he will stay at 
the Union Jack military 
club before attending 
the garden party hosted 
by the charity The Not 
Forgotten Association.

Cash grants to give 
homes a fresh start 


EMPTY homes will be 
given a new lease of life 
under a scheme being 
launched in Soham. 

Owners of unused or 
derelict properties in the town 
can now apply for grants 
under the Empty Homes 
Project, which has already 
helped refurbish a number of 
homes in Littleport since it 
was launched last year. 

Now council bosses are 
hoping the project will help 
bring properties in Soham 
which have been vacant for 
more than six months back in 
to use. 

According to East Cam-

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bridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC), Soham currently has 
about 55 empty homes, which 
is 10 per cent more than the 
district average. 

Residents can apply for fin¬ 
ancial assistance of up to 
£30,000 per property, as a 
grant of £10,000 and loan of 
up to £20,000. 

Fred Brown, leader of 
ECDC, said: “The Empty 
Homes Project has helped a 
range of people from first¬ 
time buyers to those looking 


to buy to let. 

“To build on the success of 
the first year we have decided 
to open up this offer to res¬ 
idents in Soham. 

“We have made changes to 
the project to make the 
funding more accessible. 

“Originally the conditions of 
the grant meant if you sold the 
house within 10 years you had 
to repay all the money, we 
have now reduced this to five 
years. 

“We also offer to pay 50 per 
cent of the grant/loan up 
front, which helps those 
whose renovation has stalled. 

“We can work with the 
current owners and estate 


agents to provide reports 
describing how the funding 
can be used before the 
property has sold.” 

Since last year, the project 
has assisted with the 
renovation of five empty 
homes in the Littleport area 
and is currently working to 
bring a further four homes 
back into use. 

This has been achieved with 
grants and interest free loans 
worth more than £160,000.

A SOHAM woman has been 
placed on a strict curfew for 
breaching the requirements of 
her suspended sentence 
order.

Adam Haselhurst, miti¬ 
gating, explained that the 
missed appointments were 


around the anniversary of 
Ellis’ son’s death. 

However, magistrates 
ordered that she be placed on 
a strict curfew from 7pm-7am 
each day for the next four 
weeks. 
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Con gang Jailed for 
‘despicable fraud’

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FRAUDSTERS who swindled 
an elderly widow out of 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds were told by a judge: 
“Your crimes are the stuff of 
every loving family’s night¬ 
mare.” 

Three con artists, including two 
from Lidgate, who defrauded the 83- 
year-old were jailed on Friday for a 
total of 16-and-a-half years at 
Cambridge Crown Court, while a 78- 
year-old woman was spared prison 
and given a suspended sentence. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth said 
the case was one of “the most 
vicious, heartless and despicable 
frauds” to come before the court. 

Catherine Devas, of Beaufort 
Place, Cambridge, suffered from 
dementia and was partially 
paralysed. She required round-the- 
clock care in the months before her 
death in 2006. 

Her bank accounts were plun¬ 
dered, attempts were made to buy 
her flat at a fraction of its market 
value and her will was forged. 

Zandra Mackay, 62, of Wilkin 


Walk, Cottenham, formerly Mrs 
Devas’ carer, was found guilty of 
three counts of conspiracy to 
defraud after a trial which 
concluded on May 13. 

Sentencing her at Friday’s 
hearing, the judge said she was the 
“real force behind this wicked fraud” 
and jailed her for seven years. Her 
son Marcus Mackay, 44, from 
Romford, Essex, got five years - he 


had admitted three counts of 
conspiracy to defraud. 

A forged document, dated 
December 2005, purported to be 
Mrs Devas’ will, naming him as sole 
beneficiary. He took a number of 
Mrs Devas’ rare books after her 
death, including a book of poetry 
signed by TS Eliot, and sold them at 
Bonhams in London. 

Deborah Atkinson, 49, Mrs Devas’ 


secretary, admitted three charges of 
conspiracy to defraud. Atkinson, of 
The Street, Lidgate, was sentenced 
to four-and-a-half years in prison. 

Her mother Beryl Benbow, 78, also 
of The Street, Lidgate, was given a 
12-month jail sentence, suspended 
for two years, a two-year supervision 
and a six-month 6pm-6am curfew. 

She had been found guilty of two 
counts of conspiracy to defraud. The 
court heard she acted primarily as a 
“money launderer”. 

Judge Hawkesworth said the care 
given by Atkinson and Zandra 
Mackay to Mrs Devas was 
“worthless and cruel - in fact, a 
hideous lie”. 

Mrs Devas was defrauded of 
£502,429 in total, used by the 
Atkinson and Mackay families for 
mortgage payments, home improve¬ 
ments, paying debts - and a luxury 
trip to New York for Atkinson. 

Marcus Mackay tried to buy Mrs 
Devas’ flat, valued at £450,000, for 
just £150,000. 

Judge Hawkesworth said the fraud 
was worth £1 million over three 
years, perpetuated by “lies, 
impersonation and forged 
documents”. 

He told the four: “You were all in it 
together.”

The Exning Road Club, in Newmarket, raised 
the cash for the charity Help For Heroes by 
holding a race night and auctioning items 
donated by local and national businesses. 

The event was sponsored by Carlsberg Tetley, 
so all the money raised on the night went to the 
charity, along with a percentage of the club’s 
bar and food sales.

Thieving gathered pace over three years 


WHEN Catherine Devas 
moved to Cambridge after the 
death of her husband, it 
should have been a “fresh 
stimulus” for her, said Judge 
Gareth Hawkesworth. 

But for this “extremely 
distinguished woman”, it was 
to be the start of a nightmare. 

The judge said: “Tragically 
she fell amongst thieves 
apparently without any 
morals, scruples, conscience 
or remorse. 

“What followed was one of 
the nastiest, most vicious, 
heartless and despicable 
frauds this court has 
encountered - a fraud that 
gathered pace and ambition 
over a period of three years.” 

He said the fraud started 
when Zandra Mackay and 
Deborah Atkinson realised 
Catherine Devas had little or 
no short-term memory. 

The pair got the elderly

woman to “sign cheque after 
cheque” and they isolated her 
from her family and advisers. 

The judge called Zandra 
Mackay the “principal 
instigator” and said she 
exerted a “malign influence”. 

Michael Spence, mitigating 


for Atkinson, said she had 
“come under the spell of 
Zandra Mackay.” 

The judge said the fraud¬ 
sters “could not wait” for Mrs 
Devas to die and attempted 
to buy her flat in upmarket 
Beaufort Place, Cambridge 
for far less than its market 
value. 

He said he had “not seen a 
hint of regret or remorse from 
anybody” and that their 
conduct after her death 
caused “unimaginable” pain 
and distress to Mrs Devas’ 
family. 

Outside court, Mrs Devas’ 
daughter Angela, speaking on 
behalf of the family, said: “It 
has been difficult and stress¬ 
ful for our family to get to this 
point since the death of our 
mother three-and-a-half 
years ago. We are relieved this 
matter is now resolved. 

“We are satisfied the crimes 


committed by these people 
have been recognised, inves¬ 
tigated and judged and we 
would like to thank all those 
who have been involved with 
getting this successful result. 

“Now that this is over we 
will have the peace of mind to 
be able to grieve our mother’s 
death in the knowledge that 
justice has now been done.” 

The legal team at 
Cambridge-based Hewitsons 
succeeded on behalf of the 
Devas family in the High 
Court in London last year in 
overturning the bogus will 
benefiting Marcus Mackay. 

Judge Hawkesworth 
praised the work of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police and com¬ 
mended “in the highest possi¬ 
ble terms” Detective Con¬ 
stables Graeme Ord and 
Robert Davys and Acting 
Inspector Michael Gilbert. 


Moat swim to help channel attempt 



A MAN whose life was saved by 
Magpas as a child is to paddle 
in the moat of a Newmarket 
castle ahead of a swim across 
the English Channel this 
summer. 

Lloyd Clarke was a few 
months old when his mother 
found him on his bedroom 
floor, his skin a blue colour. 

Magpas founder Dr Neville 
Silverston raced to the scene 
within minutes, resuscitated 
him and saved his life. 

Mr Clarke, from Bottisham, 
pictured, will swim in the moat 


at the 16th century castle of 
Kirtling Towers on Sunday to 
raise more sponsorship for his 
22-mile swim in August. 

He said: “It has always been 
my dream to swim the English 
Channel and to say thank you 
to Magpas. 

“Magpas was formed in 
1971. In those days it was 
known as the Mid Anglia 
General Practitioner Accident 
Scheme and was the brainchild 
of Dr Silverston MBE, a GP in 
Bottisham who saved my life. 

“Magpas’ volunteers save 


lives at the scenes of emer¬ 
gencies and they are a truly 
amazing charity.” 

Mr Clarke added: “After 
everything Magpas has done 
for me I am delighted to be 
able to repay them in this way.

Daniel Burling, 20, of 
Kingfisher Drive, pleaded 
guilty to assault causing 
actual bodily harm and 
causing grievous bodily 
harm. 

He was sentenced at 
Ipswich Crown Court last 
week. 

The court heard that 
during the attack, 63 
punches and kicks were 
rained down on the two 
victims and that Burling 
was one of three who 
launched the attack. 

The 10-minute incident 
was captured by CCTV 
cameras and recordings of 
the violence were played 
in court. 

The attack took place at 
midnight on January 25 in 
Risbygate Street, Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Joshua Hancock, 20, of 
Kings Road, Bury St 
Edmunds, who pleaded

guilty to assault causing 
actual bodily harm and 
attempting to inflict 
grievous bodily harm with 
intent, was sent to a young 
offenders’ institution for 
three years. 

A third defendant, 
Mateusz Brzezinski, 22, of 
Lancaster Avenue, Bury St 
Edmunds, who also 
pleaded guilty to assault, 
was to be sentenced this 
week following the 
completion of a pre¬ 
sentence report. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd 
said the victims, Jamie 
Phillips and Mark Sutcliffe, 
were approached by the 
three attackers. 

Mr Phillips backed away 
when Hancock offered to 
shake his hand and it was 
then that Burling ran up 
behind him and smashed 
an object, believed to be a 
mobile phone, over his 
head. 

The two victims ran off, 
but were pursued by 


Burling, Hancock and 
Brzezinski who managed 
to catch Mr Sutcliffe and 
subjected him to a series 
of punches and kicks, at 
one stage being held to 
allow another member of 
the group to hit him. 

Meanwhile, Mr Phillips 
was punched and knocked 
to the ground before 
Hancock ran over, jumped 
in the air and stamped on 
his head. 

Despite Mr Phillips 
falling unconscious, 
Hancock continued to 
punch him in the head 
repeatedly and attempted 
to stamp on him again. 

Mr Sadd said the victims 
had not provoked or 
started the violence and 
they had not retaliated. 

But Joanne Eley, mitiga¬ 
ting, said Burling had 
believed Mr Phillips was 
or was about to assault 
Hancock. 

Miss Eley said: “He 
appreciates that his 
actions were totally in¬ 
appropriate and totally 
wrong.”

Caught on camera as you drive to hospital 



A RING of surveillance 
cameras being erected 
around Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital will record the 
details of thousands of 
motorists every year. 

Number plate reading 
technology will be fitted at 
every entrance to the giant 
campus in the next few 
months to stop drivers 
using the £24 million 
access road to the Mil as a 
shortcut. 

But civil liberties 
campaigners have voiced 
fears about storage of the 
data and what it could be 
used for, and there are also 
questions about how the 
devices will distinguish 
between legitimate visitors 
and through traffic. 

Two cameras will be 
fitted at each of the 


hospital’s four entrances - 
on Hills Road, two on Long 
Road, and on the new 
access route - and they are 
expected to record details 
of some 450,000 to 500,000 
vehicle trips annually once 
the Mil link opens in late 
August or early September, 
about a year behind sche¬ 
dule. 

Motorists who use the 
hospital roads as a rat run, 


for example, from Hauxton 
Road to Hills Road, will get 
a formal warning letter in 
the first instance, and 
repeat offenders will be 
fined. 

Julian Huppert, Cam¬ 
bridge’s Liberal Democrat 
MP, could not see how the 
system would be enforce¬ 
able. 

He said: “In most cases, 
monitoring our every

movement serves no other 
purpose than to keep tabs 
on innocent people going 
about their daily lives at 
great expense to the tax¬ 
payer.” 

Andrew Watson, Cam¬ 
bridge co-ordinator for the 
N02ID campaign, said: 
“Schemes like this end up 
being used for something 
else without anyone else 
knowing what’s going on.” 

Details of how the 
cameras will operate have 
not been confirmed but it 
is thought there will be a 
“white list” of exempt 
vehicles, such as ambu¬ 
lances. 


The time between entry 
and exit from the site is 
expected to be a factor. 

A hospital spokesman 
said the traffic restrictions 
were a planning condition 
required by the county 
council and Cambridge 
City Council. 

He said: “We will make 
sure that patients, hospital 
visitors, volunteers and 
staff are not inconven¬ 
ienced.” 

Developers of the new 
Cambridge biomedical 
campus will pay for the 
cameras but the cost has 
not been confirmed. 

Enforcement will be 
carried out by police but a 
change in the law is 
expected to allow for civil 
action by the county 
council.

Crews tackle 
caravan fire

Avenue, Newmarket on Friday 
at 11,30pm.

Corporal recalls blast 
which killed colleague 



Unlawfully killed: Private Robert Hayes died while he was 
on patrol in Afghanistan. 


A SOLDIER told an inquest 
how he was left buried in 
rubble when an explosive 
device went off in a tower in 
Afghanistan, killing a teenage 
colleague. 

Corporal Joseph Warren said he 
was just behind Private Robert Hayes 
when a device went off on the 
staircase they were searching in a 
compound, killing the 19-year-old, 
who lived in Burwell, instantly. 

An inquest in Wisbech heard how 
Pte Hayes was leading the way with a 
Vallon metal detector when the 
improvised explosive device (IED) 
went off right next to him. 

Pte Hayes, of 1st Battalion the 
Royal Anglian Regiment, was the first 
British serviceman to die in 
Afghanistan this year when he was 
killed on January 3. 

At Friday’s hearing, Cpl Warren and 
other soldiers from the patrol 
described how the device went off as 
they were searching a compound 
near the village of Kowshal Kalay, in 
the Nad-e-Ali area of Helmand 
province. 

The inquest was told how Pte 
Hayes was not down to be part of the 
patrol that day but had volunteered 
because they needed a Vallon 
operator and he had good experience 
of using the equipment. 

The 19-year-old led the way, 
sweeping the ground for buried 
devices under constant threat from 
small arms fire, a coroner heard.

Cpl Warren said the explosion 
happened after he and Pte Hayes 
went into the tower, which they 
entered after blowing the metal door 
off with a hand grenade. He said his 
colleague was taking great care with 
the hand-held metal detector as they 
went slowly up the stairwell, checking 
the walls as well as the floor. 

The corporal said the blast 
happened after Pte Hayes paused to 
pass a window opening carefully. He 
said the private had apparently 
checked an area ahead of himself 
with the Vallon before proceeding. 

“From what I remember, all I saw 
was a sharp flash in the right hand 
corner of my eye,” Cpl Warren said. 

“The flash came from where he 
was. The next thing I recall was just 
complete blackout and ringing in my 
ears. 

“I knew it had been an IED but I 
didn’t know then I’d been buried.” 

The corporal told the inquest he 
could move only his left hand but was 
able to call for help on his radio. 

The young NCO was pulled out of 
the wreckage of the staircase by his 
commander, Sgt Ryan Vickery, and 
suffered only minor injuries. 

Pte Hayes suffered multiple, 
catastrophic injuries, the coroner 
heard. 

Cpl Warren told the inquest the 
Vallon was working correctly and he 
was right behind his colleague, 


protecting him, as he swept for 
devices. 

Under questioning from members 
of Pte Hayes’s family about the metal 
detector, he said: “If I wasn’t happy 
with what he was doing, I would have 
helped him. It (the IED) came out of 
the blue.” 

The corporal added: “We do find 
the majority (of IEDs). We just got 
caught out.” The inquest heard the 
compound - called Compound 33 - 
had not been the original objective 
when the section went out on patrol 
that morning. 

But Sgt Vickery told the inquest his 
men came under fire from the tower 
in the compound and were forced to 
return fire with a Javelin missile. 

He said they then had to go to the 
tower to conduct “battle damage 
assessment” following the missile 
launch. 

Pte Hayes was a keen sportsman 
who played for Newmarket Rugby 
Club and won his weight category in 
his battalion’s 2009 boxing cham¬ 
pionships. 

Cambridgeshire North and East 
coroner William Morris recorded a 
verdict of unlawful killing while on 
active service. 

Mr Morris said: “His family can be 
very proud of him and we in this 
country are very grateful to him.” 

The coroner also said: “I have 
heard no evidence of faulty equip¬ 
ment being an issue in this case.” 

Pte Hayes’s family did not want to 
comment after the three-hour 
hearing.

Prosecutor Martyn 
Levett said the offences 
were committed on 
April 23 last year. 

He said Lucas had 
been “very candid” 
when interviewed by 
police, saying that after 
new firearms legislation 
came into force he was 
confused about what 
he needed to do. 

The court heard 
Lucas used the gun¬ 
powder in alarm guns 
at Black Dyke Farm to 
scare foxes away from 
bird enclosures. 


lonathan Davies, 
mitigating, said Lucas 
had acted negligently 
rather than flouting the 
law. 

It had been his 
intention to use the 
ammunition, which he 
had collected over a 
number of years, to 
create displays. 

Lucas was ordered to 
pay £250 towards the 
costs of the prose¬ 
cution and will have to 
live at his mother’s 
house for 13 weeks.

James completes training to 
become Royal Navy diver 


A NEWMARKET man has qualified as a 
Royal Navy diver. 

James Tarver, 22, became an able 
seaman diver after completing his training 
at the Defence Diving School (DDS) in 
Portsmouth. 

He received his award from Commander 
Tom Russell, the school’s commanding 
officer, in front of his proud parents David 
and Helen. 

He joined the Royal Navy in May last 
year after working as an engineer at RAF 
Mildenhall. 

James, a keen musician with an interest 
in motorbikes, swimming and cycling, said: 
“I’ve wanted to do this training for a couple 
of years and it is a great relief to complete 
it. It was very stressful but worthwhile.” 

Having now completed his six months of 
specialist training James will join one of the 
mine counter measures (MCM) squadrons, 
some of whom are currently serving in 
Afghanistan. 


Based at Camp Bastion, the divers 
support the British Army’s 21 Field 
Squadron Royal Engineers and also deploy 
to forward operating bases in Sangin, Banji 
and Kajaki, carrying out offensive search 
and clearance of insurgent-laid improvised 
explosive devices (lEDs). 

They will also train the Afghan National 
Army (ANA) in explosive ordnance 
recognition, search and disposal skills. 

Commander Russell said: “The diver’s 
training course is the most physically and 
mentally demanding course in the Royal 
Navy. 

“Each year approximately 500 young 
people join the service wanting to be 
divers, from that 100 are selected as 
suitable, from that 60 will join, and from 
that 30 will get through. 

“On James’ course 12 started but only 
five successfully completed it - this is quite 
an achievement.” 


A NEWMARKET 
man who threat¬ 
ened to take re¬ 
venge on a witness 
to a burglary he 
had committed has 
been jailed. 

Matthew Dance had 
also beaten up and 
robbed a 16-year-old 
boy and escaped with 
just 40p. 

Dance, of All Saints 
Road, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court 
last week where he was 
sentenced to a total of 
two years and eight 
months in prison. 

The 21-year-old had 
pleaded guilty to a 
charge of burglary, one 
of robbery and one of 
threatening to take 
revenge. 

He also admitted two 
offences of theft and 
asked for 11 similar 
offences to be taken 
into consideration by 
the court. 

Prosecutor Michael 
Crimp said that at about 
1.30am on the morning 
of fuly 25 last year Glyn 
Smith had been staying 
at a friend’s flat at Paul 
Mellon House, New¬ 
market. 

When he answered a 
knock at the door he 
was confronted by 
Dance and another 
man who, after 
establishing that the 
occupant of the flat was 
not in, pushed past Mr 
Smith and stole Play¬ 
station games and 
consoles worth £800 
from a bedroom. 

Mr Crimp said that 
on September 22 as Mr 
Smith was cycling along 
Fordham Road he was 
accused by Dance and 
another man of 
“grassing them up” over 
the burglary. 

Mr Smith was intim¬ 
idated but managed to 


escape, abandoning his 
cycle at the scene. 

The court heard 
Dance had robbed a 
16-year-old boy as he 
was making his way 
home through New¬ 
market town centre on 
December 16. 

Dance had stopped 
the boy and held out his 
hand demanding a 
cigarette. 

When the boy said he 
did not have any 
cigarettes Dance had 
asked him if he had any 
other property on him. 

Mr Crimp said the 
16-year-old was told by 
Dance: “You know what 
is going to happen if 
you don’t give it to me.” 

The boy was then 
grabbed by the throat 
and pushed against a 
bush before falling to 
the floor where Dance 
punched him at least 
seven times in the face. 

The teenage victim 
later told police that he 
felt his nose “explode” 
and it bled heavily 

Mr Crimp said a 
second man who had 
been walking with 
Dance approached and 
landed a heavy punch 
on the boy’s face. 

Dance searched 
through the boy’s pock¬ 
ets and took 40p in cash 
and a few cigarette 
papers. 

Before walking away, 
Dance had told the 
terrified 16-year-old: 
“Don’t you grass me up 
or it won’t just be your 
nose.” 

failing Dance, fudge 
David Goodin said the 
offences, when con¬ 
sidered in the light of 
Dance’s previous offen¬ 
ding, emphasised a ten¬ 
dency to use bullying 
behaviour.

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Jamie’s on top of the world 
after life-threatening illness

S TANDING on 
top of 

Kilimanjaro, 
watching the sun rise 
into a brilliant blue 
sky, Jamie Curtis had 
never felt more alive. 
After a gruelling 
climb to the summit 
- a staggering 5,985m 
above sea level - the 
42-year-old couldn’t 
believe he’d made it. 

Scaling Africa’s highest 
mountain would be an 
achievement for anyone; 
for Jamie, who was 
battling back from a life- 
threatening illness, it was 
incredible. 

“When I got to the top it 
was overwhelming: I 
actually cried,” Jamie 
admits. “It was a 
ridiculously good feeling. I 
wish I could describe it in 
better words... It made 
me realise that, if you put 
your mind to it, you can 
do anything: anything is 
possible.” 

Just three years earlier, 
Jamie was in intensive 
care fighting for his life. 
He’d contracted 
meningitis - a potentially 
lethal brain infection. 

“The doctors thought I 
was going to die,” explains 
Jamie. “I was in intensive 
care for six days, in 
hospital for a month. And

it took me about a year, at 
least a year, to really 
recover. But I was lucky: 
I’m still here.” 

Causing damage to his 
inner ear, the illness left 
Jamie with no sense of 
balance - something 
which made conquering 
Kilimanjaro very tough at 
times. “On the final day we 
were walking through the 
early hours of the 
morning, so we could 
reach the summit for 
sunrise,” adds Jamie. 
“When I can see, my 
balance is alright; stupidly, 
I told myself there would 
be enough natural light for 
me to see where I was 
going... 

“In fact, it was really 
dark. I kept stumbling; it 
was a struggle for me to 
walk in a straight line, to 
be honest. I was also 
exhausted and oxygen 
levels were pretty low... 

So it’s fair to say it was a 
challenge.” 

But, thanks to his own 
determination and the 
support of a guide (Jamie 
held his arm to help stay 
steady), he made it to the 
top of the mountain. It 
was, admits Jamie, a truly 
proud moment. 

Jamie, who lives in the 
Haverhill village of 
Withersfield, had fallen ill 


just before Christmas 
2006. “It started with a 
headache, nothing out of 
the ordinary,” he 
remembers. “And then I 
thought it was turning 
into flu.” 

On December 22, 
suffering from aches, 
pains and a fever, Jamie 
took to his bed. The next 
day, he stayed in bed all 
day. On Christmas Eve, 
feeling increasingly weak, 
he decided it was time to 
visit a doctor. 

“By then I felt really 
rough,” he remembers. “I 
was pouring with sweat 
and I still had this awful 
headache. I don’t know 
quite how I managed it, 
but I drove myself to see 
theGR” 

Diagnosed with flu, 
which he’d suspected, 
Jamie was sent home and 
instructed to rest, take 
painkillers and drink 
plenty of water. He did as 
he was told - all to no 
avail. 

“I couldn’t get out of 
bed at all on Christmas 
Day,” he recounts. “Finally 
I made it to the bathroom, 
where I passed out on the 
floor. 

“When I came round I 
crawled back into the 
bedroom and called the 
doctor; I didn’t even have 
the energy to call out to 
my housemate, who was 
celebrating Christmas 
with some mates in the 


next room. 

“The first they knew 
about it was a knock on 
the door and a man saying 
‘Er, I think your friend has 
collapsed’...” 

Rushed to hospital, 
Jamie was swiftly 
diagnosed with meningitis 
(an inflammation of the 
meninges, the protective 
membrane which shrouds 
the brain and spinal 
column). Although he 
hadn’t developed a rash, a 
characteristic of 
meningitis, Jamie couldn’t 
rest his chin on his chest 
without agonising pain - 
another classic symptom 
of the condition. Tests on 
his spinal fluid, extracted 
by lumber puncture, 
confirmed the diagnosis. 

“I knew it was bad,” 
remembers Jamie. “Every 
time I tried to move my 
head it felt like something 
was crushing it.” 

Given intravenous 
antibiotics and put on 
oxygen, Jamie was placed 
in intensive care. For the 
next few days, he was 
barely conscious; that 
time passed, he explains, 
“in a total blur”. Reacting 
badly to one of the drugs 
he was prescribed, one 
thing he does recall is 
suffering vivid 
hallucinations. 

Jamie’s family were told 
his condition was critical. 
But, amazingly, he started 
to rally; after a week in

intensive care, he was 
declared out of danger. 

In total, Jamie was in 
Addenbrooke’s for a 
month; over that time, he 
lost a scary two stones in 
weight. “I never carried 
much weight in the first 
place,” he adds, “so I 
looked pretty gaunt. And I 
had a beard. My mum says 
I looked like Tom Hanks in 
Castaway ...” 

Jamie says the team at 
Addenbrooke’s saved his 
life; he makes no bones 
about it. “They were 
brilliant, I can never thank 
them enough,” he adds. 

The first to admit he’s a 
determined character, if 
someone tells Jamie he 
can’t do something, he says 
he feels compelled to 
prove them wrong. “Like 
an idiot I decided to go 
back to work far sooner 
than I should have,” adds 
Jamie with a wry smile. 
“But I quickly learned my 
lesson.” 

Gradually building up 
his energy and fitness 
levels, Jamie says it took J2 
months to really feel 
normal again. It was 
during his recovery period 
that doctors discovered the 
legacy from the meningitis: 
a damaged inner ear - 
which destroyed his sense 
of balance. 

“I was bumping into 
things; at first I thought it 
was just exhaustion,” 
continues Jamie. “But then 
they found this problem 
with my inner ear - and 
told me I’d never be able to 
do certain things, like ride 
a bike, again.” 

Typically, Jamie pledged 
to get back on a bike. “I fell 
off the first few times; once 
I almost broke my 
shoulder,” he says, 
grinning. “But I’m getting 
there.” 

Throwing himself back 
into work, along with a 
busy social life, Jamie says 
life began to return to 
normal. 

Then, while reading the 
Sunday Times one 
weekend, he had what he 
describes as his “Eureka! 
moment”: he spotted an 
advert from the WSPA, the 
World Society for the 
Protection of Animals, 
calling for volunteers to 
take part in a sponsored 
Kilimanjaro climb. 

For a man with a 
damaged sense of balance, 
mountain climbing doesn’t 
sound like a natural choice 


- but Jamie says he was 
immediately taken with 
the idea. 

“When you go through 
an illness like that, it does 
change the way you look at 
things,” he explains. “I 
knew I was lucky to have 
survived and, unlike many 
meningitis survivors, lucky 
not to have lost a limb or 
something like that. I knew 
I was lucky to be alive - 
and I wanted to make the 
most of it.” 

The climb combined 
three goals, adds Jamie: 
getting back to full fitness, 
rising to a real challenge - 
and helping a good cause 
at the same time. 

Signing up, Jamie threw 
himself into a rigorous 
training regime. “I was 
physically pretty fit before I 
fell ill, but even then I 
hadn’t trained to do any 
kind of endurance event; I 
hadn’t even climbed a hill,” 
he laughs. 

Doing dawn work-outs 
with a personal trainer, 
Jamie also took to hiking 
five or six miles every night 
after work. “I’d load up a 
rucksack with books and 
go into Haverhill and just 
walk,” recalls Jamie, an 
estate agent and now 
branch manager of 
TuckerGardner in Histon. 

“It wasn’t easy, juggling 
everything. I’ve always 
worked hard and I’d just 
started a new job, so I had 
quite a bit on my plate.” 

After training trips to 
Snowdon and the Lakes, 
Jamie says his confidence 
started to grow. “That’s 
when I thought ‘I can do 
this’,” he remembers. And 
sponsorship started to 
flood in: to date, Jamie has 
raised £2,400 for the WSPA. 

But, flying out to Africa 
to embark on the 
mammoth five-day climb, 
Jamie says the trip got off 
to a poor start. “I had this 
horrible headache,” he 
explains. “I took 
painkillers, but I just 
couldn’t get rid of it...” 

Part of a 27-strong group 
of climbers, Jamie says 
they soon got to know each 
other and their team of 
guides. Buddied with a guy 
who’d been crippled by 
polio and relied on 
crutches to walk, he says 
seeing the determination 
of those around him really 
spurred him on. “It made 
me think 'What have I got 
to complain about?’,” he 
adds. 


Setting off on the first 
day’s hiking, Jamie says he 
was struck by the stunning 
scenery all around. “We 
started out in lush 
rainforest and then, as we 
got higher, we were 
surrounded by volcanic 
rock - huge boulders,” he 
recalls. 

By the end of that first 
day, though, Jamie’s 
headache was even worse. 
And, suffering the onset of 
altitude sickness, he felt 
too nauseous to eat. “It was 
the night from hell,” he 
says, shaking his head. “I 
was awake all night, I’d 
hardly eaten anything, it 
felt as if someone was 
stabbing my head... At 
that point I was seriously 
thinking of turning back: I 
didn’t think I could go 
ahead and walk for 
another eight hours, I just 
felt so terrible.” 

But, after a visit from the 
team medic, who 
prescribed anti-sickness 
meds and some serious 
painkillers, Jamie decided 
to soldier on. Though the 
following days were 
physically tiring and 
oxygen levels and 
temperatures were 
dropping, he says it was 
“the experience of a 
lifetime”. 

Then, on that final day, 
Jamie’s balance problem 
started to cause him real 
difficulty; again, he 
questioned whether he 
could make it to the 
summit. 

“A guide let me hold his 
arm so I could hold myself 
upright,” Jamie explains. 
“But we had to stop every 
couple of minutes. It was 
tough going.” 

Finally reaching the top 
of Kilimanjaro in time to 
see the sun bursting into 
the sky, Jamie says die 
sense of achievement was 
unparalleled. In fact, it’s 
inspired him to sign up for 
yet more challenges: 
currently training for a 
half-marathon, he also 
plans to walk the Great 
Wall of China and do a 
sponsored bike ride. 

He said: “It’s like I said, 
all this has made me 
realise that, if you’re 
determined and really set 
your mind to it, you can 
achieve amazing things.”

“My sisters and I looked 
after her, but when you’re 
caring for someone with 
cancer, you can feel very 
alone, which is why the 
Race for Life is so impor¬ 
tant. 

“Seeing all those people 
on the day makes you 
realise how many people 
are affected.”

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Callow’s search 
for the real Bard 


S TAGE and screen 
legend Simon Callow 
returns to Cambridge 
this week on the trail of the 
world’s most famous 
playwright in Shakespeare - 
The Man From Stratford , a 
new comedy by 
Shakespeare scholar 
Jonathan Bate. 

Shakespeare is the greatest 



writer the world has ever known. 

But we know nothing about him. Or 
do we? 

The play, directed by Tom 
Cairns, brings to life both the man

The national tour began at the 
Theatre Royal Plymouth and will 
include a four-week residency at 
the Assembly Hall during the 
Edinburgh Festival Fringe, as well 
as stopping off at Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week.

The big film 


KILLERS (12A, 100 mins) 
Action/Comedy/Romance. 
Katherine Heigl, Ashton Kutcher, 
Catherine O'Hara, Tom Selleck, 
Casey Wilson, Kevin Sussman.

HONESTY is the cornerstone of any 
healthy and long-lasting 
relationship, but perhaps it is 
sometimes wiser to keep a secret 
than to share it with a loved one. 

If Robert Luketic’s action-packed 
romantic comedy is to be believed - 
and it is an almighty stretch - men 
are capable of hiding everything 
from their nearest and dearest. 

In the case of the film’s charming 
hero, he manages to meet, woo and 
marry the woman of his dreams 
without revealing a vital part of his 
genetic make-up. 

His unsuspecting wife will definitely 
regret her wedding vows to love him 
‘til death us do part. 

Jen Kornfeldt (Heigl) doesn’t believe 
that she will ever fall in love again 
after her current boyfriend dumps 
her. 

Consigned to life as a singleton, Jen 
reluctantly goes on holiday with her 
overly protective pilot father 
(Selleck) and boozy mother 
(O’Hara) to the French Riviera where 



she meets handsome consultant, 
Spencer Aimes (Kutcher). 

Jen is instantly attracted to his 
washboard stomach and warm 
smile, and the couple enjoy a 
slightly drunken first date. 

Three years later, Jen is married to 
Spencer and happily settled in a 
close-knit community with white 
picket fences and kooky 
neighbours. 

Alas, Spencer has been keeping a 
tiny secret: he is an international spy 
and assassin, who retired from 
active duty but has now been 
marked for death. 

When Jen is caught in the middle of 
a gunfight, she finally realises the 
full horror of her situation as 


sidekick to a trained killer. 

“So what am I, Pussy Galore?” she 
shrieks. 

“Not that I know of,” retorts Spencer 
“So now you’re complaining about 
our sex life?!” counters Jen angrily, 
her rosy future shattered to 
smithereens. 

Killers is an odd mishmash of 
genres, veering wildly from action to 
comedy and back again, sometimes 
in a single scene. Kutcher and Heigl 
are far better than the screenplay, 
which reduces the former to 
shirtless eye candy and the latter to 
an unadventurous homemaker. 
Spencer tries to justify his interest in 
Jen by telling his handler, “She’s 
normal and I feel normal when I’m 
with her. I like that.” If he says so. 
On-screen chemistry simmers but 
never catches fire, extinguished 
almost entirely by the stunt-laden 
finale. 

Selleck twitches his fine moustache 
as the patriarch with secrets of his 
own and O’Hara is broad comic 
relief as a lush whose idea of ‘hair 
of the dog’ is a quart jug of extra 
strong Bloody Mary. 

With all of the explosions and 
sparks from ricocheting bullets, it’s 
a miracle she doesn’t go up in 
flames too.

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Behind the scenes with 
the Question Time panel 


F ans of celebrity 
gardeners will be 
flocking to the 
annual BBC Gardeners' 
World Live show this 
week to catch a glimpse 
of their favourites or sit 
in on one of the many 
presentations given by 
familiar faces. 

AlanTitchmarsh, Monty 
Don, Toby Buckland, Carol 
Klein, Joe Swift and Alys Fowler 
will be appearing at the show 
at Birmingham’s NEC, while 
gardeners who can’t get there 
will be able to tune in to BBC 
Radio 4’s Gardeners’Question 
Time, which is recording two 
programmes at the event. 

The popular radio show, 
which is aired on Fridays and 
Sundays, attracts two million 
listeners each week - BBC 
Gardeners’World has the same 
number of viewers - and its 
influence on horticultural 
spending habits is 
immeasurable. 

But just how prepared are 
the panellists for the onslaught 
of questions? 

For the first 47 years the 
team were shown the

questions in advance, but that 
tradition was dropped in 1994. 
Nowadays, being a panel 
member is not for the faint¬ 
hearted but for those with a 
depth of gardening knowledge 
and an incisive grasp of a 
question. 

Regular panellist Anne 
Swithinbank says: “We don’t 
get to see the questions ahead 
of the recording, but they are 
screened and selected by the 
producer and chairman. If they 
weren’t, I suspect it would be 
how to cope with slugs and 
snails, how to get rid of ground 
elder and how to prune 
wisteria every week. 

“We are often asked to 
recommend plants for specific 
sites and another common one 
is why some plants refuse to 
flower for their owners. We get 


asked a lot of questions about 
grape vines, figs and strangely, 
rhubarb.” 

Chairman Eric Robson adds: 
“The most common problems 
are slugs, snails and getting rid 
of them. Female panellists 
always have the most 
gruesome methods of killing 
and disposing of them.” 

They’ve been faced with 
some extremely unusual 
questions over the years. 

Swithinbank recalls being 
asked: “‘If I was a tree, what 
sort would it be and why? And 
what trees would the other 
panellists be?’ 

“I said ‘I suspect I’m more 
like a spreading shrub with 
rather jolly flowers, but 
wishfully thinking, would like 
to be a tree of heaven - sort of 
heavenly but rather high 
maintenance (this tree puts out 
suckers), or a pencil-thin 
Italian cypress (Cupressus 
sempervirens)’.” 

Robson recalls the panel 
being asked about the 
effectiveness of grow-lights. 

“Unfortunately, the 
questioner was a prison inmate 
- we were recording at Leyhill 
Open Prison - and he wasn’t 
interested in growing 
cucumbers.” 


Fellow panellist Matthew 
Biggs adds that often the last 
questions are humorous. 

He was once asked, “What 
would you save from your 
burning shed?” 

All agree that, however, 
much gardening knowledge 
they have, they still get nervous 
before a live show. 

Robson says: “Even after 16 
years in the chair the 
adrenaline runs before each 
show. After all it’s a big 
responsibility chairing one of 
the longest running broadcast 
programmes in the world - 63 
years and still going strong. 

“As the then controller of 
Radio 4 said to me when I took 
over, ‘You realise this isn’t just a 
job. We’re actually handing you 
the keys to middle England’.”

Hardy geranium (Cranesbill) 

If you want a perennial 
which is going to give you so 
much valuable ground cover 
that weeds won’t stand a 
chance, then the hardy 
geranium is for you. These 
tough perennials come in an 
abundance of colours, are 
long-flowering and require 
very little attention. Some will

live quite happily in dry, shady 
spots, including G. 
macrorrhizum ‘Ingwersen’s 
Variety’ or G. gracile. 

Among the most rewarding 
are G. ‘Johnson’s Blue, which 
produces masses of blue 
flowers, while G. oxonianum 
‘Wargrave Pink’ bears pretty 
pink flowers from May to 
September. 

Buy them as young plants in 


small pots and they will soon 
grow into sizeable clumps 
which can be lifted and divided 
every few years. 

Good plant partners include 
those with a strong 
architectural outline, such as 
tall alliums, irises and 
phormiums. Hardy geraniums 
are generally trouble-free, but 
can be cut back in mid¬ 
summer if they start to look 
tatty and may flower again.

JEREMY Noseda pulled off perhaps 
the greatest training feat of his 
career to prepare Laddies Poker 
Two for an extraordinary gamble in 
the Wokingham Stakes at Royal 
Ascot on Saturday. 

Noseda managed to deliver his 
fragile grey filly to the course for 
the first time in 610 days and saw 
her produce a devastating final 
burst of speed. 

Laddies Poker Two had only raced 
four times before but during her 
period in the wilderness she was 
taken over by the Coolmore 
triumvirate of John Magnier, 

Derrick Smith and Michael Tabor. 
From opening prices of around 
25-1, her price began to crumble 
in the days before Royal Ascot and 
she was sent off an incredible 9-2 
favourite for the 27-runner 
handicap. 

She surged away under Johnny 
Murtagh in a track record Imin 
12.27 sec - 0.3sec faster than the 
Irishman had recorded aboard 
Starspangledbanner in the Golden 
Jubilee just half an hour earlier. 
Noseda said: “This plan was 
hatched in December 2008. She 
got a bad injury in the spring of 
2009 and it meant she had to have 
the year off, so the plan got 
delayed another year. 

“It gives me a lot of satisfaction 


and I owe a huge thank you to my 
staff at home as she has been an 
extremely tough filly to train. I 
think it is within her compass to 
win a stakes race. I did enter her in 
the July Cup but I don’t think she 
will go there.” 

There is little doubt where 
Chesham Stakes winner Zaidan 
will end up as trainer Clive Brittain 
is already planning an effort to 
improve on Bold Arrangement’s 


second place in the 1986 Kentucky 
Derby. 

Brittain said: “As always I’m the 
dreamer. He will probably have 
another run somewhere for 
experience then next year one run, 
then the Bluegrass Stakes and, 
hopefully, Kentucky.” 

However, future plans for 
Harbinger, runaway winner of the 
Hardwicke Stakes, have not been 
finalised. 


The Sir Michael Stoute-trained star

And the Newmarket trainer 
was thrilled after his Society 
Rock ran the race of his life to 
finish second in the Golden 
Jubilee Stakes on Saturday.
